The  total  of  population  is  calculated  on  the  last  Census  figure  and  based 
©n  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  plus  the  excess  of  persons 
who  arrived  in  the  Colony  over  those  who  left. 

The  Birth  rate  in  the  Colony  is  high  and  appears  to  be  increasing  ;  there 
were  1,117  male  and  1,094  female  births.  Altogether  1,597  of  these  births 


were  registered  as  illegitimate. 
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The  Death  rate  shows  a  small  increase  on  the  figure  for  1934  ;  there  were- 
373  deaths  among  males  and  477  among  females.  No  figures  are  available 
for  these  rates  as  applied  to  towns.  There  was,  during  the  year,  no  epidemic 
outbreak  that  would  tend  to  raise  the  death  rate. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  much  the  same  as  that  recorded  in  1934. 
In  view  of  the  lack  of  post  natal  infant  welfare  work  and  the  fact  that  so 
many  births  are  classed  as  illegitimate  the  rate  must  be  considered  abnormally 
low.  There  were  119  still  births  i.e.  there  was  one  still  birth  to  every  18'5 
live  births. 

In  addition  to  infant  deaths  there  were  175  deaths  under  five  years  of  age 
bringing  up  the  total  in  that  group  to  421  or  half  the  total  (49'5^)  of  deaths  in 
the  Colony.  The  figures  for  the  first  year  of  life  represent  297  of  the  total 
deaths.  These  figures  indicate  some  directions  in  which  public  health 
education  is  needed. 

All  the  above  figures  indicate  crude  rates. 

For  comparison  the  latest  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  are 
shown  below  ;  these  are  the  provisional  figures  for  1935.

A  summary  of  the  principal  causes  of  death  is  given  in  the  appendix.  It 
is  shown  in  relation  to  districts  and  to  quarters  of  the  year.  No  attempt  has 
been  made,  however,  to  correct  for  deaths  occurring  in  Hospital  and  the  totals 
for  Kingstown  especially  are  erroneous.  A  summary  of  deaths  in  different 
age  groups  is  also  given  in  the  appendix. 


III.  Hygiene  and  Sanitation. 

1.  Mosquito  and  insect  borne  disease. 

(a)  Malaria.  St.  Vincent  has  not  hitherto  been  considered  a  malarious.  • 
Colony  but  malaria  appears  to  occur  regularly  in  certain  areas  and  provided  the 
right  set  of  conditions  were  available  would  no  doubt  occur  in  other  districts. 
Such  outbreaks  appear  to  be  seasonal  and  associated  largely  with  the  creation 
of  areas  of  casual  water,  but  systematic  investigation  into  the  problem  of 
malaria  propagation  in  this  Colony  is  necessary.  The  onl}7  anopheline  species 
indentified  so  far  is  A .  argyritarsus  which  in  Grenada  was  not  considered  by 
Dr.  Walter  C.  Earle  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  in  his  investigations  made 
some  years  ago,  to  be  the  species  responsible  for  malaria  there. 

The  yearly  total  of  cases  recorded  by  District  Medical  Officers  is  1,452  of 
which  more  than  half  (867)  was  recorded  in  District  2  South.  The  Colony 
figure  for  1934  was  774  and  1933 — 950.  The  deaths  each  year  were 
respectively  1933 — 10,  1934 — 4,  1935 — 12.  These  do  not  truly  represent  the 
total  of  fresh  infections  as  the  method  of  recording  makes  possible  a  consider¬ 
able  error,  hut  as  the  same  methods  have  been  in  use  during  the  years  under  re¬ 
view  it  appears  that  an  actual  increase  of  malaria  is  recorded.  More  detailed 
records  were  obtained  of  an  outbreak  at  Pembroke  in  the  2  South  District.  These 
show  a  total  of  70  fresh  infections  derived  from  one  source  in  the  nine  months 
ending  December.  Steps  were  taken  to  deal  with  this  source.  The  incidence 
of  malaria  as  shown  by  the  returns  submitted  was  not  abnormal  in  other  Dis¬ 
tricts.  The  total  of  cases  admitted  to  the  Colonial  Hospital  was  57  with  no 
deaths.  The  total  deaths  among  the  867  cases  recorded  by  the  Medical  Officer 
in  District  2  South  was  only  three.  No  record  of  spleen  rates  is  available. 
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Anti  Mosquito  work. 

As  a  result  of  Notices  from  the  Sanitary  Department  a  considerable 
amount  of  drainage  by  means  of  earth  and  concrete  drains  was  undertaken 
and  old  drains  were  repaired  and  cleaned.  Action  was  also  taken  to  abate  a 
mosquito  nuisance  at  Diamond  River,  and  the  channels  of  three  other  rivers 
viz.  at  Springs,  Biabou  and  Massey  were  kept  clear.  Oiling  of  cesspits  and 
pools  and  other  mosquito  breeding  sites  in  the  urban  area  of  Kingstown  was 
continued  throughout  the  year.  Boats  drawn  up  on  the  foreshore  were  regu¬ 
larly  examined  for  mosquito  larvae.  The  low  lying  area  at  Villa  to  the  north 
of  the  Windward  road  was  oiled,  during  the  rainy  months  of  the  year. 


(b)  No  cases  of  Dengue  are  recorded. 

2.  Epidemic  Diseases. 

Enteric  Fevers.  Among  zymotic  diseases  the  enteric  fevers  predominated. 
No  differentiation  into  separate  entities  is  possible  but  the  group  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  an  incidence  of  54  cases  with  13  deaths  (compared  with  19  cases  and 
4  deaths  the  previous  year  and  a  larger  outbreak  in  1931 — 83  cases  and  17 
deaths).  All  diagnoses  were  made  on  clinical  evidence  alone  there  being  no 
facilities  for  making  serological  or  bacteriological  examination.

The  main  outbreak  was  in  the  Georgetown  area  (26  cases  and  7  deaths 
and  was  confined  to  the  last  five  months  of  the  year.  It  occurred  mainly 
among  labourers  and  their  dependants.  It  was  associated  with  rainfall  and  its 
peak  was  attained  during  October.  The  table  below  indicates  cases  in  relation 
to  rainfall  in  the  Georgetown  area  during  the  last  six  months  of  the  year.

No  cases  have  been  reported  in  this  area  since  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
first  recognised  case  had  been  going  about  his  duties  o»n  an  estate  concerned 
while  infected  and  died  within  three  days  of  admission  to  Hospital.  There 
was  little  need  to  seek  out  possible  sources  of  infection.  In  most  of  the  area  a 
safe  water  supply  and  sanitary  latrines  were  inadequate  or  not  available. 
Mies  were  abundant  and  there  were  doubtless  many  foci  of  infection  in 
carriers  or  unrecognised  and  possibly  ambulant  cases  living,  for  the  most  part, 
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in  close  contact  under  insanitary  conditions.  The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of 
the  District  early  recognised  the  possibilities  of  spread  by  contact  and  means 
were  taken  to  track  and  remove  from  their  hut  dwellings  cases  that  might  be 
suspect,  and  to  immunise  all  contacts. 

The  Anglican  Church  Authorities  at  Georgetown  gave  very  valuable 
assistance  by  handing  over  to  the  Department  the  Parish  Hall  which  was 
fully  occupied  [or  some  weeks  by  the  cases  detained  undei  obseivation.  fhe 
Medical  Officer  carried  out  protective  inoculation  on  1,130  persons  residing  in 
the  area.  In  addition  propaganda  was  instituted  and  a  general  effort  made  to 
improve  sanitary  conditions  in  the  affected  District.  Through  these  combined 
measures  the  outbreak  was  checked  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  remaining  cases  were  spread  through  the  other  Districts  in  about 
equal  proportion  and  occurred  mainly  during  the  latter  half  ol  the  year. 

Immunity  in  the  future  depends  on  earlier  diagnosis  and  the  establishment 
of  better  hygienic  conditions  m  the  Colony.  lo  this  end  effective  pi opaganda 
is  of  the  first  importance. 

Dysentery.  No  cases  of  dysentery  are  recorded. 

Yaws.  Some  6,094  fresh  cases  were  seen  and  treated  on  the  same  lines  as 
in  1934.  This  is  much  the  same  total  as  seen  then  and  there  does  not  appear 
to  be  much  significance  as  regards  the  figures  as  shown  by  months,  although 
there  is  some  difference  by  Districts  allowing  for  difference  in  population. 
The  total  injections  given  numbered  17,745  which  indicates  that  a  very  con¬ 
siderable  number  left  off  attending  before  completion  of  cure.  The  average 
number  of  injections  received,  on  new  cases  seen,  works  out  at  approximately 
three  per  head  but  in  actual  fact  many  cases  ceased  coming  after  one  attendance. 
Attendances  of  adults  to  children  were  in  the  proportion  of  1:  1*3  children. 
The  heavy  incidence  of  this  disease  and  its  prolongation  in  individuals  is  no 
doubt  associated  with  the  poverty  of  diet  of  most  of  those  afflicted  and  with,  of 
course,  the  apparent  indifference  to  infection  that  is  generally  manifested.  The 
large  percentage  of  defaulters  is  also  a  factor  m  the  unsatisfactoiy  lesults  that 
a,re  being  achieved.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  wastage  and  sickness  on  this 
account.  In  the  Grenadines  and  Bequia  yaws  is  not  commonly  met  with, 
returns  from  these  areas  being  uniformly  low. 

3.  Other  Diseases. 

(a)  Leprosy.  There  were  two  fresh  cases  reported  but  unfortunately 
cases  coming  for  admission  to  the  Leper  settlement  being  all  well  established 
little  benefit  from  treatment  can  be  expected  and  it  is  possible  only  to 
ameliorate  conditions  generally.  This  is  referred  to  again  later. 

(5)  Pneumonia.  The  total  of  pneumonias  seen  in  the  Districts  during  the 
year  was  40  ;  there  were  among  these  28  deaths.  There  appeared  to  be  no 
special  seasonal  incidence  in  the  occurrence  of  the  cases  and  this  remark 
applies  also  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  as  seen  by  Medical  Officers. 

(c)  Tuberculosis .  The  total  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  including 
Hospital  and  Sanatorium  admissions,  was  56  and  all  deaths  on  this  account 
numbered  forty  one.  The  total  of  deaths  m  the  previous  year  was  forty’  lour., 
Admissions  to  the  Sanatorium,  which  takes  fenudos  only,  numbered  lo  with 
3  remaining  over  from  the  previous  year.  There  were  six  deaths  and  seven 
were  discharged  at  their  own  request.  Only  advanced  cases  come  for  admis¬ 
sion  ;  this  is  reflected  in  the  high  death  rate.  The  homes  of  cases  that  are 
notified  are  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  advice  given  and  disinfec¬ 
tion  carried  out.  where  required.  There  is  no  record  of  multiple  infections 
from  the  same  dwelling. 

There  were  15  notifications  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  with  4  deaths^ 

(fi)  Tetanus.  Eight  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital  and  there  were  2 
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•deaths.  The  average  age  was  16  years  and  no  two  came  from  the  same  place. 
There  were  also  five  deaths  outside  Hospital  ;  two  of  these  were  on  account 
of  tetanus  neonatorum. 


(e)  Influenza.  Influenza  occurred  throughout  the  year  but  the  total  in 
the  second  half  was  double  that  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  peak  occurr¬ 
ing  in  July  when  348  cases  were  recorded.  There  were  only  7  deaths  on  this 
account  in  the  Districts  and  one  in  Hospital. 

(f)  Whooping  Cough,  showed  considerable  monthly  variation  and  the 
incidence  was  heaviest  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year. 


ig)  M easles.  There  were  17  cases  of  measles  with  no  deaths. 

{h)  Venereal  Disease.  Various  forms  of  syphilis  accounted  for  1,025  atten¬ 
dances  ;  some  50  deaths  are  recorded  as  due  to  congenital  syphilis.  Some  907 
attendances  on  account  of  gonorrhoea  are  recorded  from  the  Districts. 


4.  General  Measures  of  Sanitation. 


(1)  Sewage  Disposal.  The  work  done  under  this  head  is  indicated  in  the 
attached  tables.  Sewage  disposal  implies  generally  the  use  of  buckets  and  pit 
latrines  or  latrines  placed  over  the  sea.  Actual  disposal  means  disposal  into 
the  sea  or  by  burial  according  to  the  area  concerned.  The  standard  of  such 
latrines  is  not  high  and  the  method  of  disposal  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  In 
Kingstown  with  an  estimated  population  of  4,269  persons  in  1931  there  are  57 
water  closets  connected  with  the  town  water  supply  discharging  for  the  most 
part  into  septic  tanks.  There  are  also  numbers  of  cess  pits  or  soakage  pits 
scattered  through  the  Colony  but  only  3  in  the  urban  area  of  Kingstown. 
There  are  now  public  latrines  in  all  the  larger  towns  or  settlements  in  the 
Colony.  One,  at  Pagets  Farm,  on  Bequia  wras  completed  during  the  year. 

(2)  Refuse  disposal.  Scavenging  was  carried  out  as  heretofore  in  Kings- 
towm  and  the  smaller  towns.  An  additional  mule  cart  was  provided  for 
Kingstown  which  allows  of  scavenging  to  be  completed  before  midday,  hi 
Kingstown  some  2,000  tons  of  rubbish  were  collected  and  disposed  of.  In  the 
smaller  towns  this  amounted  to  1,500  tons.  The  incinerators  at  Kingstown, 
Georgetown,  Calliaqua,  Layou,  Barrouallle  and  Chateaubelair  were  in  use 
throughout  the  year.  The  last  instalment  on  the  price  of  the  land  at  Kings¬ 
town  used  for  the  trenching  of  incombustible  material  was  paid  off.  A  new 
fixed  concrete  rubbish  bin  was  provided  at  Sion  Hill.  This  is  of  a  good  type 
and  the  surrounding  area  is  kept  much  cleaner  as  a  result  of  this  provision. 
Some  forty  two  metal  bins  were  maintained  in  the  Kingstowm  market  and  in 
the  poorer  parts  of  the  town  but  generally  individual  house  holders  were 
required  to  provide  their  own  containers. 

(3)  Markets.  There  is  only  one  market  in  the  Colony,  that  at  Kingstown 
under  the  control  of  the  Town  Board.  There  is  a  butcher’s  stall  at  Georgetown 
and  a  fish  shed  at  Calliaqua. 

(4)  Water  Supplies.  Xo  fresh  supplies  were  introduced  nor  were  there 
any  extensions  of  existing  supplies.  The  Public  Works  Department  built  a 
storage  reservoir  at  a  point  in  the  Biabou  supply  and  thus  improved  the  pres- 
-sure  for  this  area,  and  some  improvements  were  carried  out  by  the  Kingstown 
Town  Board  on  the  Richmond  source  of  supply.  The  supply  for  the  Kings¬ 
town  urban  area  remains  inadequate  and  will  become  increasingly  inadequate 
as  time  goes  on  until  some  comprehensive  scheme  to  remedy  this  shortage  is 
put  in  hand.  At  Union  Island  some  attempt  was  made  to  better  protect  the 
ponds  which  are  there  the  main  source  of  supply.

6.  Housing  and  Town  planning.  As  regards  rural  areas  some  157  pro¬ 
posals  for  new  buildings  were  approved  ;  these  were  almost  invariably  for  a 
small  type  of  dwelling  to  be  used  by  persons  of  the  labouring  class.  There  is 
an  absence  of  town  planning  in  the  Colony  and  no  zoning.  The  usual  results 
of  this  are  apparent  in  all  urban  areas.  About  1,000  trees  were  felled  in  these 
areas  in  order  to  introduce  more  light  and  improve  ventilation. 

7.  Food  in  relation  to  Health  and  Disease.  The  actual  work  done  by  the 
Sanitary  staff  in  the  control  of  food  vendors  is  detailed  in  the  tables  in  the 
appendix  as  well  as  the  total  of  certificates  issued  to  such  persons.  In  addition 
the  total  of  food  vending  establishments  registered  during  the  year  is  recorded. 

Bad  economic  conditions  in  the  Colony  have  told  hardly  on  the  poorer 
classes.  They  have  become  poorer  and  this  fact  reflects  itself  in  the  conditions 
seen  by  the  Medical  staff.  Instead  of  the  incidence  of  tropical  disease  that  is 
usually  found  it  rather  seems  to  be  a  combination  of  conditions,  associated  with 
a  poorly  balanced  diet  and  avitaminosis,  that  constitutes  the  bulk  of  the 
medical  cases  admitted  to  the  Hospitals  or  seen  at  the  Dispensaries.  All 
persons  engaged  in  the  preparation  and  sale  of  food  are  registered.  This  reo-is- 
tration  includes  in  this  connection  shop  clerks,  milk  vendors,  dairy  men,  bread 
vendors,  parlour  keepers,  hucksters,  bakers,  aerated  water  manufacturers,  cook 
shop  employees,  slaughterers  and  butchers,  and  fish  vendors.  A  record  of 
these  occupations  is  included  within  the  appendix  to  this  Deport. 

The  number  of  prosecutions  undertaken  in  this  connection  is  also  indicated 
in  the  appendix.  These  relate  among  other  things  to  the  illegal  sale  and 
adulteration  of  milk,  the  employment  of  unregistered  persons  and  the  exposing 
for  sale  foods  improperly  protected  from  contamination. 

8.  Labour  conditions.  The  housing  and  sanitary  conditions  applying  to 
labourers  generally  are  not  satisfactory  and  they  suffer  from  the  prevailing- 
economic  stress.  Some  reference  is  made  earlier  in  this  report  to  the  bad 
sanitary  conditions  in  an  area  where  enteric  fever  broke  out  in  epidemic  form 
and  to  the  diet  deficiencies  of  labourers  and  their  dependants.  Some  improve¬ 
ment  in  this  latter  respect  will  come  with  better  education  in  these  things  and 
with  improved  economic  conditions  in  the  Colony.  The  outlook  is  said  to  be 
favourable,  with  improved  production  and  marketing  of  Island  products.  No 
figure  for  labourers  is  available.  At  the  last  Census  a  total  of  8,146  labourers 
was  recorded  but  this  figure  must  now  include  many  persons  unemployed  and 
persons  engaged  on  many  and  various  types  of  employment  not  denoting 
technical  skill  or  knowledge.

9.  School  Hygiene.^  Schools  in  the  Districts  were  visited  regularly  by 
the  Medical  ( dfieers.  No  systematic  medical  examination  is  carried  out  but 
pupils  are  subject  to  the  scrutiny  of  the  examining  officer.  The  records  of 
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•such  visits  indicate  that  pupils  who  are  sick,  more  especially  those  who  suffer 
from  yaws  or  skin  disease,  do  not  as  a  rule  attend  school.  The  sanitary 
Department  specially  looks  after  the  privy  accommodation  provided  and  this, 
although  of  many  types,  appears  to  he  fairly  adequate.  Propaganda  at  the 
schools  needs  to  be  increased  ;  although  a  certain  amount  of  propaganda  is 
carried  out  generally  in  the  Colony  the  scope  for  further  propaganda  is  wide 
and  the  need  is  pressing. 

IV.  Port  Health  Work. 

The  following  places  were  under  quarantine  at  31st  December  1934  :  Colon, 
Ha  iti,  Tampa-Florida,  Guatemala,  Venezuela,  Brazil  and  British  Guiana  was  also 
quarantined.  Restrictions  were  imposed  on  passengers  landing;  these  restrictions 
were  finally  withdrawn  on  July  the  26th.  Deck  passengers  returning  from  San 
Domingo  in  July  were  kept  under  surveillance  for  fourteen  days  after  arrival. 
Thus  the  same  places  as  indicated  above  were  under  quarantine  on  the  31st 
December  1935. 

The  Port  authorities  at  Kingstown  dealt  with  2,673  arrivals  and  2,434 
departures.  No  ships  arrived  infected, 

V.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

There  are  no  organised  child  welfare  clinics  established  in  the  Colony.  A 
small  prenatal  clinic  is  held  at  the  Colonial  Hospital  in  Kingstown  at  which  there 
were  177  attendances  :  in  a  number  of  instances  abnormalities  were  detected.. 
There  is  large  scope  for  maternal  and  child  welfare  work  in  the  Colony,

The  average  period  of  stay  in  Hospital  of  those  eventually  discharged  was 
13*5  days,  but  of  those  who  died  9'8  days. 

The  above  table  shows  admissions  to  the  Colonial  Hospital  for  the  last  two 
years.  Admissions  have  gone  up  but  the  death  rate  on  admissions  remains  the 
same.  A  large  proportion  of  deaths  (31)  occurred  within  48  hours  of  admission  ; 
actually  20  cases  died  within  24  hours  of  admission.  An  analysis  of  these  deaths 
shows  that  they  were  not  confined  to  any  special  class  of  person  or  employment. 
For  example  the  occupations  concerned  ranged  among  labourers  (10),  school- 
children  (3),  stevedores  and  sailors  (3),  housewives  or  those  occupied  in  the  house 
(8)  and  infants  (3).  All  suffered  from  some  acute  medical  or  surgical  emergency; 
only  five  of  these  cases  were  over  40  years  of  age.  If  the  deaths  occurring 
within  24  hours  of  admission  are  deducted  the  death  rate  per  cent  admissions 
would  be  4'7.  The  accommodation  is  84  beds  and  on  more  than  one  occasion 
there  were  79  beds  occupied  and  certain  wards  were  overcrowded. 

Prevailing  Diseases. 

Malaria:  57  cases  were  admitted  with  no  deaths.  During  the  previous 
year  there  were  24  admissions  on  this  account  with  no  deaths.  The  increase  in 
admissions  was  mainly  associated  with  the  outbreak  at  Pembroke  referred  to 

earlier. 
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Enter ie  Fever:  43  cases  of  fever  of  the  enteric  group  were  admitted  and 
there  were  12  deaths  among  the  total  treated,  five  of  these  deaths  occurring 
within  48  hours  of  admission  to  Hospital.  Many  of  these  admissions  were 
associated  with  the  small  epidemic  in  the  Georgetown  District.  The  cases  were 
all  diagnosed  on  clinical  evidence.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  19  admissions 
with  4  deaths. 

Yaws:  The  total  given  ( 1 07 )  includes  also  ulcer  cases  which  it  is  impossible 
clinically  to  differentiate  from  yaws;  one  death  was  associated  with  these  admis¬ 
sions.  The  number  of  admissions  in  1934  was  131.  The  total  injections 
(arsenical  and  bismuth  preparations)  given  at  the  Colonial  Hospital  on  account 
of  yaws  was  975.  This  figure  includes  some  cases  returning  as  out  patients. 

Pulmonary  and  other  j or  ms  of  Tuberculosis  included  17  cases  with  one  death. 

The  Pneumonias  contributed  17  cases  with  seven  deaths,  four  of  these  within 
48  hours  of  admission. 

Tetanus  was  responsible  for  8  admissions  with  two  deaths,  none  of  these 
cases  occurring  in  the  newly  born,  Nor  did  they  come  from  any  special  district. 
The  average  age  of  those  attacked  was  1G  years. 

Venereal  disease  and  its  early  complications  contributed  92  cases  but  the 
late  sequelae  were  also  responsible  for  a  high  total  of  admissions.  There  is  no 
venereal  diseases  clinic  at  the  Hospital.  Skin  affections  and  yaws  were  respon¬ 
sible  for  over  200  admissions. 


Labour  Cases:  There  was  a  total  of  218  normal  confinements  in  the 
Hospital  compared  with  233  during  1934.  In  addition  G2  cases  were  treated  for 
conditions  associated  with  the  puerperal  state  and  among  these  were  seven  deaths. 

Out, 'patient  attendances  totalling  8,044  included  509  persons  attending  for 
dressing  on  account  of  ulcers  or  minor  injuries. 


Operations:  The  number  of  operations  performed  shows  a  large  increase 
more  especially  as  regards  major  operations.  The  total  was  523  including  24T 
major  operations,  with  four  deaths.  The  total  for  the  previous  year  was  389 
with  two  deaths.  This  number  is  high  for  a  hospital  of  the  size  of  the  Colonial 
Hospital;  the  death  rate  is  low  and  reflects  credit  on  the  Resident  burgeon  and 
the  Nursing  staff.  A  small  part  of  this  incidence  was  on  account  of  rioting  in 
'Kin  gstovvn  on  the  21st  October  and  the  following  day.  In  consequence  of  this 
22  persons  were  admitted  to  Hospital  within  the  two  days,  ten  suffering  ironx 
serious  injuries  which  necessitated  operation.  In  addition  to  this  15  persons  were 
treated  as  out-patients.  Thus  a  big  strain  fell  on  the  Resident  Surgeon  and  his 
helpers  especially  over  this  short  period.  Duiing  the  first  day  and  thereafter  he 
had  the  assistance  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  District  No.  1  and  alter  the  first  day 
and  subsequently,  the  services  of  the  Surgeon  of  II.  M.  S.  “Challenger”  were  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Department  and  he  rendered  valuable  assistance.  In  addi¬ 
tion  the  Staff’  was  taken  up  with  extra  out-patient  work  and  outside  duties 
occasioned  by  the  emergency. 

Ophthalmology  :  The  work  at  the  eye  clinic  continues  to  increase  steadily. 
An  adequate  dark  room  was  built  during  the  year  allowing  of  proper  examination 
of  cases.  The  attendances  totalled  403  as  compared  with  316  in  1934  while 
71  operations,  as  against  10  in  1934,  were  performed.  The  clinic  was  inaugurated 
only  in  October  1934  and  the  figure  of  attendances  in  that  year  includes  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  school  childien  examined  for  the  first  time.  Thus  the  work 
recorded  in  1935  is  that  for  the  first  complete  year  of  the  clinic,  A  dental  clinic 
is  also  called  for.  badly.  A  note  of  the  work  done  at  the  eye  clinic  is  included 
with  the  appendix. 


Post  Mortem  Examinations  :  The  total  of  examinations  made  was  twenty. 

Graham  1  Virig  at  Colonial  Hospital  :  This  Wing  accommodates  first  class 
patients.  The  number  admitted  during  the  year  was  15  and  there  were  two 
deaths.  The  average  period  per  patient  spent  in  Hospital  was  just1  over 
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thirteen  days.  The  total  revenue  collected  on  this  account  was  £78.  15.  0. 
These  admissions  are  included  with  the  totals  shown  above  for  the  Colonial 
Hospital. 

The  Nursing  Staff  consists  of  a  Matron  and  14  locally  qualified  Nurses  or 
Nurse  Probationers.  Regular  training  of  Nurses  was  continued  by  the  Resi¬ 
dent  Surgeon  and  the  Matron.  Three  Nurses  completed  their  three  years 
course  ;  one  pupil  midwife  completed  a  three  months  course  and  one  a  six 
months  course  in  midwifery. 

Dispensaries.  Four  apprentice  Dispensers  remained  under  training  during 
the  year  at  the  Colonial  Hospital. 

District  Hospitals.  There  are  two  Casualty  Hospitals — the  one  at  George¬ 
town  and  the  other  at  Chateaubelair.  To  the  former  there  were  94  admissions 
with  five  deaths  and  of  these  admissions  six  were  transferred  to  the  Colonial 
Hospital  at  Kingstown  ;  for  the  latter  the  figures  were  92,  with  2  deaths  and 
two  transfers. 


Other  Institutions. 


Leper  Settlement.  The  daily  average  in  the  Settlement  was  17  ;  there 
were  two  admissions  and  one  death.  All  the  cases  are  advanced  ones  and 
little  impression  on  these  can  be  effected  by  treatment.  Practically  all  are 
able  to  get  about  and  follow  some  outside  activity.  The  site,  however,  cannot 
be  considered  suitable  and  the  matter  of  transfer  of  the  Settlement  to  a  more 
commodious  site  is  under  consideration. 


Tuberculosis  Sanitorium.  This  Institution  is  reserved  for  female  patients. 
There  are  ten  beds  available.  There  were  15  admissions  during  the  year  and 
six  deaths.  The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  reports  that  only  advanced  cases 
seek  admission  and  that  therefore  there  is  little  possibility  of  cure. 

Mental  Hospital.  The  daily  average  at  this  Institution  advanced  from  6(1 
in  1934  to  73  during  the  year  under  review,  the  total  remaining  at  the  end  of 
the  year  being  seventy  two.  There  were  16  admissions,  ten  were  discharged 
“absent  on  trial”  and  there  were  2  deaths.  A  suitable  site  has  now  been 
acquired  and'  funds  are  available  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Mental  Hospital, 
the  plans  of  which  have  been  approved.  When  transfer  is  effected  treatment 
on  modern  lines  in  suitable  surroundings  will  become  possible.

The  Superintendent  reports  that  the  Institution  continued  to  work  at  full 
capacity  and  is  now  too  small  for  its  purpose.  The  health  of  the  inmates  was 
good  except  for  a  small  epidemic  of  influenza  that  occurred  during  the  hist 
few  months  of  the  year. 

Gaol.  Owing  to  the  October  events  referred  to  earlier  accommodation  at 
the  Gaol  was  overtaxed  and  temporary  accommodation  was  provided  elsewhere. 
The  Medical  Officer  reports  that  many  prisoners  were  admitted  suffering  from 
ulcers,  skin  disease  and  venereal  disease.  There  were  nine  transfers  to 
Hospital  and  460  outpatient  attendances. 
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Dispensaries.  There  are  fifteen  dispensaries  and  seven  visiting  stations  in 
the  Colony  which  are  visited  by  District  Medical  Officers  at  fixed  times.  At 
these  47,379  attendances  were  recorded  compared  with  48,012  attendances 
during  the  previous  year. 

General.  The  usual  charts  and  tables,  with  a  number  of  additional  re¬ 
turns,  are  included  with  the  appendix  to  this  Report.
